The Church must always protest 
against crime, the great enemy of 
the State. of two things, however, 
both Catholics and non-Catholics 
may rest assured. The first is that 
‘the Church will never interfere with 
any man’s economic or political views 
unless those views are spiritually 
pernicious or sinful. But against sin 
she is obliged to cry out.. The second

olic must of necessity be a true pat- 
riot.

a total of nearly 3,000,000— carry elections in this state, than she is in 
danger of having them carried by the Chi Phi fraternity; if-as much.

| In thus denouncing the campalgn against Catholics, the 
editor of the Columbus (Ga.) Enquirer-Sun tells the truth 
ina nut shell. In plain words, there is no sincerity about the 
whole agitation because the exeuses for persecution do not 
exist. You don’t hear in Chitago, nor in New York, nor in 
Boston, nor in any of the big efties where Catholics are more 
numerous than members of all the other churches taken to- 
gether, that there is any danger from Rome, or that the Cath- 
olic Church is in politics, Explain, if you can, how itis that 
the bitterest feeling against the Catholic Church exists where 
the number of Catholics is negligible? In Georgia, for in- 
stance, there are 300 Protestants to one Catholic; yet these 
800 are deathly afraid of the one. In Chicago there are more 
than 1,000,000 Catholics, or about one Catholic to every Pro- 
testant, yet the Protestant entertains no fears for nis life, nor 
for his liberty, nor for the State’s institutions. 
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So suspicious are some people that they have scented 
politics even in the big Holy Name-parades that are kept 
annually in certain cities. 

These demonstrations are never intended as an exhi- 
bition of political strength, but as a pretest against the pro- 
fanity and wicked language which are so prevalent in this 
country. 

The Lord’s Day Alliance, under the auspices of the 
Presbyterian church, stands for a religious observance of the 
Sunday. So does the Holy Name Society in the Catholic 
Church. The former seeks to attain its aims by having legis- 
zation enacted which would compel people to do certain things 
and omit certain things on Sunday. The Holy Name Society 
strives to attain its aims, not by legislation, but by such liv- 
ing professions of faith as religious parades exemplify. 

In his address to the seventy thousand marching Holy Name men. 
in Brooklyn, N. Y., recently Rev. Father Ripple said: 

“What does this demonstration today mean? Is it:an idle show of 
our numbers for mere flattery? Is it te show eur potentia? political 
strength 3 l answer these questions with an emphatic no. This meet- 
Ing today is a public show of our belief in the divinity of Jesus Christ. 
Tt is a public indicaton that in this community there is a big, solid ele- 
ment, which, although it may be lied about and misrepresented, stands 
united for religion and morality, and standing for these things must 
stand, therefore, for the Stars and Stripes.” 


That Catholics will not stand for a meddling in poli- 
tics on the part of their priests, is plain at this moment, from 
the attacks of the Republicans in Ireland on the Catholic 
bishops who are counseling peace, because the majority of 
the people want it. Yes, even in Treland. where it has been 
generally believed by Protestants that the Catholic elergy 
dictated politics, this decree of the synod of Maynooth has 
held good during the last 40 years: “We strictly forbid, dur- 
ing the celebration of Mass—:which would be clearly unbe- 
coming—-or at all in church, the treating of merely secular 
matters, such as political elcctions and the like, which might 
easily bring about misunderstanding between a pastor and 
his people, and cause grave social disorder. Therefore, if any 
priest should treat of political matters, or, in contempt of the 
command of the Synod of Thurles, should denounce anyone 
by name in church, let him be punished by suspension, or by 
some other penalty as the Ordinary may think fit.” 

As late as 1917, Pope Benedict XV, in an Eneyelica) let- 
ter to all the bishops of the world, insisted that “the subject 
matter of sermons must be essentially sacred . .. “But all 
preachers” the Decree continues, “are forbidden entirely and 
alisolutely to treat in church of pclitical matters.”

Has it ever occurred to you that not one among the hun- 
dreds of editors of the secular press, who feel impelled to de- 
nounce instances of the bringing of politics into religion, re- 
fer their remarks to the Catholic Church?

We have repeatedly reminded our fair-minded non- 
Catholic readers that one of the best arguments in proof of 
the utter baselessness of prejudice against the Catholic 
Church is the almést entire absence of it where Catholics 
are very numerous, and the intensity of it where there are 
none or very few of them, In New York City, for instance, 
every Protestant has Catholic neighbors, or business part- 
ners, or close acquaintances, but instead of being led thereby

ROME HAS NO POLITICAL AIMS HERE, 

It is the popular misconception of Temporal Power which 
gives color to the impression that the Vatican seeks political 
domination. Temporal Power, as understood by the Church, 
does not mean temporal rule over the world, but merely 
political independence for the seat of government of the 
Church, so that no hostile ruler may prevent that freedom of 
action which the head of an international organization re- 
quires, 

It is true that we frequently read in the press such items 
as would convey the impression that the Catholic Church has 
political aims, even in this country. For instance, last month 
we observed an item which represented that the papal dele- 
gate to this country would not be called to Rome to be elevated 
to the Cardinalate until after the elections. This prediction 
was safe, because Cardinals are usually appointed at a 
December Consistory, but the “news story” was enemy pro- 
paganda through and through. The papal delegate does not 
represent Rome in this country in a political way. If you 
are not ready to take our word for it, write to the President, 
or to one of the living ex-presidents, and ask whether Rome 
has ever meddled in government affairs, whether directly or
